REMARKS 

During the interview, the following was discussed: 

1. Brief description of exhibits or demonstration: See attached Table showing 
comparison of layer structures of the claimed invention and the prior art and Table 1 showing 
data from comparative experiments. 

2. Identification of claims discussed: All pending claims. 

3. Identification of art discussed: Kitson et al and Miyake et al of record. 

4. Identification of principal proposed amendments: None. 

5. Brief Identification of principal arguments: Applicants argued that the claimed 
invention has a different layer structure and different composition of the novolak resin, 
particularly with respect to the amount of m-cresol, from the prior art. Further, Applicants 
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provided data from comparative experiments to show that the present invention provides 
unexpectedly superior results over the prior art. 

6. Indication of other pertinent matters discussed: None. 

7. Results of Interview: No agreement was reached. However, the Examiner 
indicated that a showing wherein the amount of m-cresol in the comparative example is closer 
to that of the inventive examples with similar weight average molecular weight would be more 
persuasive. Applicants have provided such a showing in the Declaration submitted herewith. 
See Comparative Example 5.
